United States Government the First to Penetrate the Veil of 


Mystery Over Chinese Capital 


N THE BRITISH LEGATION UNDER SHOT AND SHELL 


Only Immediate Relief will Prevent Massacre. 
Allies Organizing Relief Expedition 


which will Now Go Forward with All Possible Speed, London Doubts the 


Message, Washington Believes it Authentic, 
More Massacres 


WASHINGTON, July 20—The Chinese min- 


ister has just received a cipher cable from Minister 
Conger, reported to have been massacred in Pekin. 


The message is in the state department cipher 


and was transmitted through the tsung li yamen 
(Chinese foreign office) and the Shanghai taotai. It 
contains a few words and is signed in English with 
the name "Conger." 


Minister Wu immediately took it to the state 


department for translation. 


Mr. Conger's message is as follows: 
"In British legation; under continued shot and 


shell from Chinese troops; quick relief only can pre- 
vent general massacre." 


The message is not dated, but it is under- 


stood it was sent from Pekin on the 18th. 


No doubt is expressed by the state department 


officials as to the authenticity of the message. 


On the llth of the month the state department 


communicated a brief message, asking tidings of 
Minister Conger, in code. 


Minister Wu undertook to get it to Mr. Conger 


if alive. 


The state department has received the follow- 


ing from Consul-Geneial Goodnow at Shanghai this 
morning: 


"Governor of Shan Tung informs me that he 


has received a cipher message from Conger the 
18th." 


WASHINGTON, July no-Consul Fowler at 


Chefoo wires that a Shanghai paper of the i6th said 
that all foreigners in Pekin bad been murdered. 
Mr. 


Fowler wired the governor, demanding the truth and 
the governor replied that when his courier left Pekin, 
Ibf nth, all were safe, but that the Pekin east city bad 
been carried by the rebels with the intent to kill the 
foreigners. 


PARIS, July 20—The foreign office has received 


information from a Chinese source that the foreign 
ministers at Pekin have not been massacred. 


The legations are said to have been burned, July 


7, but it is stated the ministers escaped to Prince 
Cbings palace. 


WASHINGTON, 
July 20-A short cabinet 


meeting was held today to consider the Chinese situa- 
tion. No statement was made public. 


LONDON, July 20—A despatch from Shanghai • 


received today reports that 60 missionaries and over 
100 native converts have been massacred by Boxers at 
Tai Yuen. 
Tai Yuen is a populous city 250 miles 


southwest of Pekin. 


LONDON, July 20--A special despatch from 


Hong Kong says French gunboats have landed 300 


to protect Sbamien, suburbs of Canton. 


Washington, July 20-Secertary of the Navy John D. Lone says in an In- 


terview: 


"We ore al' very happy ove-* the «d< ngs. I have hardly had time to think 


of the exact effect of the news on the situation,, but it removes one of the 
great elments of doubt and leaves us freo to hope for the rescue of the for- 
eigners in Pcltin. It is a great victory for the state department of the United 
States. 


"Every countrx m Christendom W4"S employing every agency in its posses- 


sion to obtain authentic news of the h esieged ministers and the United States 
is the first to give the world authentic and absolutely reliable word direct 
from the place from which the beleag uered ministers are garrisoned. 


There is now good reason to believe that the ministers will be able to hold 


out until a relieving1 force reaches thorn If they have been able to stand 
siege for almost a moim-n. after the ouside world had given up hope there 
seems no reason to fear that they will not t>e able to hold out a while longer. 


"Do you regard the face ttia? the mes saga is in the state department codo 


as conclusive evidence that it eminatei from Minister Confer?" he was 
asked. 


"I am of the opinion that outsiders could not have made use of our cod', 


and beside the nature of the rejrty, vtth its strong appeal for immediate re- 
lief, is such as would not have been sent by any one seeking: to conceal the 
catastrophe to foreigners in Pekin." 


"Does this message in any -way change the situation or policy of our gov- 


ernment?" 


"I do not see that it does or will result in a change of policy. The allies 


are organizing1 a column, for the relief of the foreigners at Pekin and now 
that it is known that they are alive, the news can only result in the pressing 
forward of the column at the earliest possible moment." 


London, July 20—Minister Conger's message to the state department at 


Washington is not regarded here as justifying over much optimism, but, on 
the contrary, is generally accepted as a further Chinese attempt at mystifi- 
cation. 


Some think the fact that the message is undated and that it has a similarity 


of contents with Sir Robert Hart's message of June 24, suggest that it was 
sent off about the same time but was interrupted by the Chinese. 


The sceptical are confirmed in their suspicions by the fact that the message 


was received by 11. Delcasse , French minister 
of foreign affairs, 
today 


through the Chinese minister at Paris, purporting to come from the emperor, 
asking France's mediation with the powers, and which, it is alleged, dated 
July 19, makes no mention of the foreign legations at 


London, July 20—-To add to the gloom occasioned by the extremely serious 


import of the news, showing daily development of the strength of the anti- 
foreign movement in South China, comes this morning from Shanghai, a 
report that 60 missionaries and 100 native converts have been massacred at 
Tai Yuan. 


Though the report is not yet corroborated it tends to confirm the belief that 


the hope that the central and southern viceroys would hold aloof 
from, the 


boxers rising has never had much foundation. 


If this massacre has occurred in the province of Shan Si there can be little 


question that intense anxiety for the safety of the international colonies <&\ 
the river ports, and even at Shanghai, is fully justified, for an attack later by 
the masses of Chinese gathering in and about the international concessions 
would mean horrors compared with which the massacre at Pekin would be 
insignificant. 


The rumor is again current at Shanghai that the empress and emperor are 


preparing1 to retire from the capital to See-Ngani-Fu. 


The authorities at St. Petersburg are satisfied that measures for the relief 


of Habin which is identified with Charbin, will be successful. With a view 
to showing his good faith the Chinese minister at St Petersburg- has begged 
the Russian foreign secretary to examine all the dispatches arriving for the 
legation. 


Indian troops are daily arriving at Hong Kong enroute to Taku. A score 


of pirates, armed with revolvers, seized a launch and took it up the Canton 
river, capturing two junks enroute. After looting the craft the pirates aban- 


doned them.

republics, has been appointed as special 
commissioner from this country to go to 
China and investigate and report upon 
the situation.

at the earliest possible day, which will 
probably be by the transport leaving 
Seattle Aug. L 


Other than that the cabinet discussion 


•was mostly upon speculative questions. 
A dispatch came from Admiral Bemey, 
which was read, but no change of policy 
or program is made desirable by it. 


For some reason, the officials diid not 


care to have it known that Mr. Rock- 
bill had been selected for this responsible 
duty. 
"Within a week be will have a 


final conference with the president and 
Secretary Hay, and than will leave for 
China. 
He probably will go to Van- 


couver, and there lake the Japanese line 
Steamer for Yokohama, proceeding from i 
that point to Shanghai. 
Not until he 


arrives at Shanghai wjll Mr. Rockhill 
undertake to outline fate future course. 
His position le a peculiar one; he will be 
actually an amb&aa&dor in powers, and 
•o in the scope of hla function® will be 
Akin to President Cleveland's paramount 
Commissioner to'feawaii, Mr. Blount 


PROMOTION OF GEN, CHAFFEE 


TO BE A MAJOR-GENERAL 


The president yesterday appointed 


Brigadier General A. R. Chaffee, U. S. 
V., who is to command the American 
railitia forces in China, a major generai 
of volunteers, IB. order that his rank 
should be commensurate with his com- 
mand. 
This action was received with 


grgat satisfaction at the war depart- 
ment and in official circles generally, j 
\vh«re General Chaffee to held In the 
highest esteem. He is considered by his 
brother officers as one of the most ca- 
pable and thoroughly equipped soldiers 
In the service. 
i 


Although General Miles recommended ' 


that Major General Bates in the Phil- j 
Ippines be assigned to the command o-f 
the troope an China, he Is weil pleased 
with the promotion of General Chaffee. 
Bis recommendation was made on the 
ground that the services called for re- 
quired an officer c-f the rank of a major 
general, and he named General Bates 
for the. .reason mainly that General 
Chaffee held only th& rank of a briga- 
dier general. 


Adjutant General Corbin has sent a 


cable message to General Chaffee no- 
tifying him of his promotion, and he will 
receive the telegram on his arrival at 
Nagasaki, about the first proximo. 


A cablegram was drafted which will 


be forwarded to reach General Chaffee 
on his arrival at Nagasaki. These in- 
structions are of a diplomatic as well as 
of a military nature, and indicate the 
line of policy to be pursued by the com- 
mander of the United States forces in 
China. The exact nature of the in- 
structions was not disclosed, but it can 
be stated on good authority that they 
follow the same line of policy that al- 
ready has been outlined in statements 
from the state department. 


The rank of major general for the 


commander of the Chinese expedition 
will necessitate the presence of two or 
perhaps three brigadier generals in 
China. These in all probability will be 
chosen from the officers of that rank 
now in the Philippines, but General 
ChafEee will be given considerable lati- 
tude in the selection of his staff. 


CHINESE MERCHANT'S STORY 


OF DETAILSJF MASSACRE 


\ London, July 20.—The Chinese asser- 
tions that the members of the foreign 
legations are still safe have been so 
often repeated that they are again be- 
ginning to raise hopes in some quarters. 
According to The Daily Telegraph's St. 
Petersburg correspondent, however, the 
Kusslan government is already in pos- 
session of definite news that all the 
foreigners In* Pekin were massacred on 
July 6. The Shan-ghai correspondent of 
The Daily Express says: 


A Chinese merchant, who has just ar- 


rived from Pekin, gives horrible details 
Of the massacre. 
He says he saw Eu- 


ropean women hauled into the street by 
Bhoutlng Boxers, who stripped them and 
hacked them to pieces. 
Their severed 


limbs were tossed to the crowd and car- 
ried off with howls of triumph. Some 
were already dead, having been shot by 
foreign civilians. lie says he saw Chi- 
nese soldiers carrying the bodies of 
white children aloft on their spears, 
•while their companions shot at the bod- 
ies. 
Ha gives other dietails too horrible 


to be particularized here. 
It seems 


that the Boxer leaders had organized a 
plan, including the offering o-f rewards 
and rich loot for the annihilation of Eu- 
ropeans throughout China, and that 
Prince Tuan's generals have been em- 
phasizing the opportunity the soldders 
Mave of seizing the bodies of white 
arornen." 


and that the Russians loaded 800 bodies 
on a junk and burned them. 


Shanghai reports tha,t three mission 


stations on Po i'ong lake have been de- 
stroyed, but it Is believed that the mis- 
sionaries eacd.pe'1. 
All the missionaries 


at A She Ho, Kerln and Kuan Cheng 
Tsu, in Chinese Manchuria, have arrived 
In safety at Viadivostock. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The 


Times expresses doubt that the southern 
viceroys will be able to withstand the 
pressure of the provincial officials to 
join the anti-foreign movement. 
He 


thinks that already thare ars signs of 
wavering On the p'art of the viceroy of 
Nankin, Liu Ivun Ylb, and says: "It is 
admitted at Nankin that Li's authority 
is now insufficient 
to guarantee the 


maintenance of law and order north of 
the river. 
Hence the consuls at tha 


Yang Tse ports are arranging for the 
departure of the women and children. 
It is inevitable that the Mandarins, as a 
body, should sympathize with Princa 
Tuan's movement." 


This correspondent confirms the state- 


ment of th« correspondent of The Daily 
Telegraph regarding the indignation 
caused by the British reception of LI 
Hung Chang at Hong Kong. He says it

RUSSIANS REPORTED TO 


HAVE DEFEATED CHINESE 


The Russians, according to the latest 


news from St. Petersburg, have now 
completely defeated the Chinese and 
have occupied Blagovestchensk, capital 
of the Amur government, with a large 
force. 
Since General Gnbski, chief of 


staff at Port Arthur, has taken over the 
supreme command in Manchuria, rein 
forcfements have been rapidly pushed up 
anid the general situation has been great- 
ly improved. 


The Russian minister of the interior 


has issued a notice that the Siberian 
railway is closed to private 
traffic. 


There is little doubt that the Russian 
authorities were not prepared for such 
an organized Chinese movement in Man- 
churia, but they have taken brisk meas- 
ures, and they believe that China will 
soon be too much pre-occupied with mil- 
itary operations around Pekin to con- 
duct serious operations in the north. 


Berlin telegrams dwell upon the im- 


mense German interests in southeastern 
Siberia. 
They say that the many Ger- 


man merchants, the numerous German 
employes and the immense stores of mer- 
chandise belonging to Germans in that 
territory will compel Germany to co- 
operate with Russia 
in resisting tha 


Chinese. 


General Sir Arthur Powers Palmer, 


commander-In-chlef In India, said, in 
the course of an interview in Simla yes- 
terday, that no more British troops 
could be sent from India for China, un- 
less they could be replaced from South 
Africa. 


New Record For Kite Flying. 


Milton, Mass., July 20.—The record for 


high kite flight was broken last even- 
ing at Blue Hill, when a height of 15,900 
feet, or 60 feet over three miles, was 
reached with a line of six kites flown 
from a tandem. The greatest height 
was reached with 4% miles of steel piano 
wire used as a flying line. The tempera- 
ture at the highest point was about 30 
degrees, while at the sea level at was 80. 
The wind's velocity at the highest point 
was about 36 miles an hour, and the air 
was very dry. No clouds were encoun- 
tered by the kites. 


One Passenger Was Killed, 


New York, July 20.—A collision result- 


ing in the loss of the life of one man, th« 
slight injury of several passengers, and 
a general panic, occurred last nisrh* on 
the Brooklyn Elevated road. Walter H. 
Young, 40 years old, was so badly man- 
gled that he died in a short time.

Charles B. Cross, 


upon whom the drop was sprung at 
12:09 this morning, was the youngest 
murderer ever executed In Connecticut, 
being but 18 years of age. 


It waa feared that Cross would col- 


lapse as the fatal moment approached, 
despite hla frequent reiteration that he 
would die like a man, but he-walked from 
the death chamber to the execution 
room unassisted, and displayed no ner- 
vousness when the black cap was put 
on, and the noose adjusted. 
When the 


trap waa sprung his neck was instantly 
broken, and at the end of three minutes 
Dr. ITox, the prison surgeon, pi onounced 
him dead. 
The remains were buried in 


the prison graveyard. 


The crime for which Cross paid the 


penalty of death has attracted much at- 
tention because of the youth of thepiis- 
oner, the revolting character of the mur- 
der and the unusual efforts made to save 
him from the gallows. 


His vistim was Sarah C. King, a frail, 


delicate woman, 60 years of age, the wife 
of Freeman King, a New York printer. 
She lived In a farmhouse at The Farms, 
about nine miles north of Stamford and 
in that township. King- was in the habit 
of visiting the farm once a week and 
spending Sunday there. It is a lonesome 
locality. Partly to save his wife from 
feeling lonesome, and partly to assist in 
chores about the place, King engaged 
Charles B. Cross of Brooklyn, 17 years 
old, to live there. Es performed hia 
duties fairly well for several weeks. 


On the night of Nov. 7, 1899, the boy 


alarmed the neighbors, and told them 
the house had been robbed, and that 
Mrs. King was unconscious. It did not 
appear that there had been any robbery, 
although a few of the bureau drawers 
had been opened and their contents w«re 
in confusion. 
Soon after neighbors 


reached the house the woman died. She 
was found Jying upon her bed, entirely 
nude, and there wer« evidences that she 
had been ill treated. The injury which 
caused her death was a fracture of the 
skull. 
• 


Cross said he had been ahsent from the 


house about 10 minutes, when he re- 
turned to find the woman in the condition 
described. He said that just before he 
left the house she said she was about to 
retire. He was arrested on suspicion, 
and five days later confessed that he was 
the woman's murderer. Cross confessed 
that he laid in wait for the woman as 
she was about to retire; that he threw 
her down, beating her head against the 
floor until she was unconscious. Ha 
then tore off her clothing and otherwise 
maltreated her. 


A strong fight was made at the trial to 


prevent the admission of this confession 
as evidence. It was admitted, and then 
the defense endeavored to show that the 
boy was insane. Numerous expert wit- 
nesses were examined, and relatives of 
the boy testified in support of the theory 
that he -was not in his right mind. 


The history of the Cross family, as re- 


lated by the boy's grandmother and 
uncle, was depended upon to sustain the 
theory that the youth was a moral de- 
gonerate. It was stated that his mother 
was of loose morals, weak minded, sub- 
ject to fits of passion, had tried to murder 
her husband, and died drunk upon the 
streets. His grandmother and aunts on 
iiis mother's side were epileptics, drunk- 
ards and prostitutes. 
His mother's 


fathfer died in an insane asylum. 
His 


mother's brother died a raving mania c. 


His father was an epileptic, a flranxara 
and weak minded. His father's bi other 
was the tame. Hlb father's father was 
an epileptic. 


The personal history of Cross, as told 


by his giundmother and other relatives, 
showed him to be a. liar and thief from 
childhood, addioted to immoral habits 


A jury in the superior com t at Biidg-e- 


port, Mai ch 7, found Cross guilty of mu' - 
dcr in the first degree. He was sen- 
tenced to be hanged July 20. Hie counsel 
took an appeal to th-e supreme court ot 
errors, winch found no errors. 


The cape was brought before the board 


of pardons In June, in an application for 
commutation of sentence to 
life im- 


prisonment. State Attorney Fessenden 
made a vlg-oious opposition to the pe- 
tition, and it was denied. 


Dr. Tlov( 11 and Dr. Ivers of Stamford, 


who had teatliird for the defense at the 
trial, at onct.- set to work to bring the 
matter to tli- attention of the governor. 
Petitions ar.il letters were sent to Gov- 
ernor Lounsbury, some asking him to 
repneve the boy until the board of par- 
dons next met and could have an op- 
portunity to consider the evidence given 
at the trial by experts in insanity, and 
some asking that the condemned youth 
be reprieved until the next session of the 
general assembly. 


The reply of Governor Lounsbury to 


the petitioners was made public July 11. 
He stated, in effect, that there seemed to 
be no evidence in the case that wag not 
available for the board of pardons, and 
that the members of that body had not 
Intimated to him any desire that they 
be called together to again consider the 
case. He therefore declined to inter- 
fere.

JTUMSTE.R CONGE IDS MESSAGE 


The great news today from China is 


a cipher, message from United States 
Minister Conger at Peklu,, supposed to 
have been massacred with all the for- 
eigners in the Tartar canital. The state 
department does not doubt the authen- 
ticity of the message. It was received 
In the department cipher and came 
through the Chinese foreign office to 
Minister Wu Ting- Fansr at Washing- 
ton. 
It is the very kind of evidence 


the powers have been demanding of the 
safety of the ministers at Pekln; It is 
a message from one of them. 


The message ia supposed to be of 


the date, the 18th, and, while it as- 
sures us that Minister Censer is alive 
It announces that the British legation 
where he Is In refugre is hard presied, 
and says only immediate relief will 
prevent massacre. It is Important tnat 
nev/s of such character was permit- 
ted to come through the Chinese for- 
c-Ign office. In all probability no such 
message, in fact no message at all, 
would have been, permitted to pass It 
the Chinese government were open In 
arms aeuinnt the powers. Of course 
the m&8»affe is In, department cipher, 
not likely understood by the hands 
through which it passed, but it may 
not be accented that the Chinese sov- 
ernment was wholly Ignorant of its 


.Wo BJiouia expect a muca 


more informing message 1' Minister 
Conger was entirely free to communi- 
cate what h& pleased. If no restraint 
was placed upon Mr. Conger and If he 
transmitted what he deemed sufficient 
and sent it through Chinese officials, 
who remained Ignorant of the contents 
of the dispatch, this Is further proof of 
the good faith of the Chinese govern- 
ment. The on!*: conclusion allowable 
from Minister Conger's communication 
ia that the Chinese government is 
not in opposition to the powers and 
that the distressful conditions in the 
capital and elsewhere are due to an 
uprising against the foreigner which 
the government is unable to control. 


What response will be made to Min- 


ister Conner's note? The ministers are 
in the British legation under shot and 
shell and only immediate relief -svi'l 
prevent a massacre. Is immediate re- 
lief possible? Unfortunately it does not 
appear to be. The allied troops are not 
in numbers enough to successfully ac- 
complish the task and to protect life 
at Tien Tsin. So we have to reason 
from the reports from Tien Tsinu And 
if with the additional 20,000 Japanese 
the sending of relief should be under- 
taken it would be days before a Euro- 
pean shot woiuld be heard outside the 
gates of Pekin. Besides, that ver~ 
shot might become the signal for the 
massacre were it delayed till then. The 
situation Is ebcastperating. It is mad- 
dening to hear the- cry for help and to 
be powerless to answer.

'FAITH CURIST ORPHANAGE*. 


Heir §ect From Lincoln, Neb.. DU- 
eovered by Philadelphia'* Coroner. 
The death of a 7-months-old child in 


Philadelphia, which was reported to 
the coroner the other day, led to the 
discovery that nine ctilldren and five 
adults have been llvtag In a six room 
house. The adults are faith ourlste, 
and thoy do not permit the children to 
have medical attention when ill. 


At the Inquest the leader of the party 


Bald he was H. E. Sollenberger, and he 
came to Philadelphia about three 
months ago from Moonlight, Ky. This 
was his first experience in what he 
called "a faith curlst orphanage." He 
said the name of the sect was the Plre 
Baptized Holiness association. He is 
styled the reverend, but admitted that' 
be had never attended a religious sem- 
inary and was never licensed to preach 
by any church, says 'rlie New York Sun. 
The headquarters of the sect are at 
Lincoln, Neb. 


Sollenbergor is a- tall, gaunt fellow, 


Btoop shouldered and with a sallow 
complexion and deep sunken blue eyes. 
He wore a v 
black cutaway coat 


and waistc 
of clerical cut. His cap 


•was similar to that worn by officers of 
the Salvation Army, and on the band 
of red, In black letters, was printed, 
"Jesus Saves—Eternity—Where?" In 
answer to questions Sollenberger said1 
that the "orphanage was supported by> 
voluntary contributions." 
Asked why 


he did not have medical treatment for, 
the child, he replied: 


"Because It is against our religious 


principles. 
We are children of God 


and believe In the curing of disease by 
prayer." 


"What would you do if the child had 


a broken leg?" 


"Cure it myself."

"Yes, sir; I do." 
"This child died of neglect, did It

plied impressively. "God took it away." 


Sollenberger said he believed there

BIRDS' PLUMES AND RIBBONS 


What "Will Be I'seil For Fall and 


Winter Millinery. 


Birds are again to the fore, and there 


Is a fair demand for clipped aigret, 
more especially as a trimming for ca- 
potes In combination with flowers. By 
providing fresh series of flowers with- 
out interruption, suitable to each di- 
vision of the season as It comes round, 
those interested in their sale hope to 
promote a regular demand for them all 
through the autumn and winter. 


As matters stand at present, it seems 


highly probable they will be successful. 
The reappearance on the field of ostrich 
and other kinds of plumage has made 
no notable decrease in the sale of 
flowers, says The Milljnery Trade Re- 
view correspondent. If trimming un- 
derneath brims is maintained they will 
certainly continue in request, as in this 
position flowers are as applicable to 
•winter as to summer millinery. Wheth- 
er or no they will be adapted to the 
outside ornamentation of winter hats 
It Is impossible as yet to tell, but there 
Is every likelihood of their being chosen 
to trim some of the autumn felts. In- 
deed, I have already come across a 
model here and there, the trimming of 
•which consists entirely or "in part of 
flowers or foliage. 


A soft gray felt has no other trim- 


ming than a loose garland of large 
mauve orchids, and a khaki colored 
felt Js wreathed about with russet tint- 
ed foliage, closed on one side by a bow 
of scarlet velvet. These may be eccen- 
tricities, or they may be forerunners of 
a coming fashion.

The mother died a year ago, and 
the only remaining- member of the fam- 
ily is Daniel Eldridge of this city. Mr. 
Eldndge leaves a widow and three 
little children. The funeral will be at 
the house, Saturday afternoon, Rev. E. 
F. Hunt officiating, and the burial will 
be in H&vland cemetery-

f rule is the shutting off of the water. 


This penalty was enforced several 
times last year, and will be enforced 
strictly from this time on.

Brought Home Insane Brother 


George Morey of Adams went to Co- 


hoes yesterday in response to a tele- 
gram sen*- by Captain Collins of the 
Cohoes police, telling of the strange 
actions of Morey's brother, "Willis. A 
commission decided that he was insane. 
He is not violent, but is under the hal- 
lucination that men are chasing him 
and threatening to put him to death. 
He recognized his brother, and was1 
willing to accompany him home, but 
ms mental condition allows no im- 
provement. They came home together. 
George Morey said his brother left 
home last week, and at that time show- 
ed no signs of mental derangement. He 
thinks that intoxicants caused his 
brother's insanity. 


The cases of Fred Harris and Charles 


Ballard, charged .with having cream 
adulterated with gelatine and boracic 
acid, were called in court this morning, 
and their trial unfolded a story of a 
good deal of interest to cream dealers 
and consumers. One of the men was 
charged with having adulterated milk, 
but untlei the statutes all cream, is 
considered milk, and both charges alike 
referred to adulterated cream. 


The two men were found guilty after 


a brief trial, and it is evident that if 
the state agents continue to bring 
pi usecutions through the state, the 
business of selling bottled cream from 
grocery stores, which has grown to one 
of considerable prominence within the 
last two years-, will be pretty nearly 
killed. 


Cream will remain sweet only a little 


over 24 hours, and in order to make it 
an article of general commerce, it was 
necessary to find something that would 
keep it sweet a longer time. A mix- 
ture containing boracic acid and gela- 
tine was found to do this, and ap- 
parently without harmful effects. 


The state board has spent a good deal 


of time during- the past year in inves- 
tigating this subject, and up to the 
present time has ordered no prosecu- 
tions. 


Some' time ago whan the Stamford 


creamery began to send cream to the 
city, the local board of health was 


i consulted. A sample of the cream with 
the mixture in it was given to the- local 
board and by them sent to the state 
board at Boston. Answer was received 
that the state board was> now investi- 
gating the subject and analyzing a 
large number of compounds used for 
the same purpose, and would notify the 
local board when there was anything 
more on the subject. In the meantime, 
the local board advised the Stamford 
dealers to go on as before, until the 
state board was heard from.' 


Inspector McAffrey was sent here, 


with orders, as the local board believe, 
to consult with them. Instead of this 
he did nothing of the kind, but caused 
the complaints to be made against the 
two men in question. 


The members of the local board were 


somewhat indignant at this procedure, 
in view of the attitude of the creamery 
managers and it was a peculiar fact of 
the trial that Lawyer Niles, who is 
secretary of the local board of health, 
was defending a man on a charge 
brought by an agent of the stat "board. 


Mr. Niles as lawyer read some of the 


correspondence that had pass-ed be- 
tween him as secretary of the board of 
health and Secretary Abbott of the 
state board. 


The local board discussed the matter 


at its meeting last evening but did not 
decide to take any action, since as yet 
nothing direct has been heard from the 
state board. 
Agent 
McCaffrey 
an- 


nounced in court this morning that if 
he found any more violations of the 
law he should prosecute them. 


The cases were continued for a week 


for judgment. 


The local board last evening also dis- 


cussed the' matter of the selling of 
milk in the city from cows that have 
not been examined within a year as 
required by the state laws. It is prob- 
able that some action will be taken, to 
prevent the carelessness of some of 
the dealers, who add to their herds 
after the inspection has been made 
witihout notifying the board as 
re> 


qulred.

THE CHINESE NAVY. 


Armament of Veoul* Which Com- 


pose Her Small bat Efficient Fleet. 
At the time of writing the Shanghai 


fleet consists of obsolete ships, utterly 
useless for fighting purposes, but the 
northern squadron has been built up 
again by the purchase of modern ships 
to Europe, says the London Mall. This 
fleet now consists of three cruisers, 
which have been, built In Germany, of 
3,000 tons each, carrying two C inch 
and eight 4.7 inch guns, and capable of 
steaming 20 knots; four destroyers of a 
modem type, also built In Germany, 
and two large cruisers, which have 
been built at Newcastle-on-Tyne and 
have only lately reached Chinese wa- 
ters. These two are sister ships and 
are the largest vessels which the Chi- 
nese have ever possessed. Their arum 
inent consists of two S inch and ten 4.7 
inch, all quick firing guns, the 8 inch 
having fajst electric trains gear, be- 
sides Maxims. 


The speed attained ou the trial was 


over 24 knots both for the Hai-Th-n 
and the liai-Chi, as tho ships are nam- 
ed, each of which has u displacement 
of 4,800 tons. It is evident, therefore. 
that China lias at present a small but 
certainly an efficient fleet, if only it is 
properly handled. This IB not likely 
to be the case, as there is not s» olii- 
eer of the Chinese navy who is capable 
of commanding a man-of-war and 
fighting her, and even were such au 
officer to exist It is doubtful whether 
he would be placed in a position of re- 
sponsibility, as the eternal system of 
"squeeze," which prevails from the 
highest to the lowest in China, means 
that commands aud official positions of 
every description are obtained by those 
who have the most influence, or, in 
other words, who are in the position to 
offer the greatest bribe, and when once 
a command Is obtained it is used as a 
means of making money, by only em- 
ploying half the number of men for 
whom rations are drawn and a variety 
of other means. 


Admiral Lang has undoubtedly left 


his mark on the Chinese navy. While 
he was in charge the standard of drill, 
gunnery and generally discipline was 
a very high one, and it will take some 
time for this to wear off; but wear off 
it will, unless more European, officers 
are introduced. 


It is characteristic of the Chinese 


that the naval depot should be at 
Taku. The dockyards, such as they 
are, are situated close to the mouth 
of the Pei-Ho; but 
there 
is 
no 


dock there capable of dealing with any 
of the fleet mentioned, and the ap- 
proaches are so shallow that the ships 
have to anchor eight miles from the 
entrance to the river, quite out of sight 
of land. There the fleet has lain for 
some considerable tyae, and there it 
will probably remain. Occasionally 
single ships go for a short cruise round 
the gulf of Pe-chi-11, but the fleet has 
not yet been taken to sea.

York Times. The plan provides for the 
raising of a stipulated sum of money 
each year until the canal Is completed, 
by which time, it Is estimated, there 
will be ample funds available to hoW 
an exposition on broad lines.

Ing for the Atlantic service which can 
tarry from 12,000 to 13,000 tons dead 
Weight, In addition to passengers, 
while possessing a sea speed as high as 
that of the swiftest mall steamers 
afloat in 1880.

The emperor's "lieblingablnme" has 


become the national flower of Germany 
and tbe symbol of patriotism, but it 
•will never be forgotten why he loved 
it, and the beautiful and touching story 
possesses eyer now interest when told 
in his own words. Finding how many 
incorrect versions were spread abont to 
account for his fondness for the simple 
field flower, tho aged kaiser related tha 
following pathetic incident: 


"As my mother fled with myself and 


my deceased brother from Memel to 
Konigsberg during the troublous times 
at the beginning of our century, the 
misfortune happened to us^that one of 
the wheels of our coach broke in the 
midst of the plain. No village was 
within reach, and we seated ourselves 
on the edge of the ditch while the dam- 
age was being repaired as well as cir- 
cumstances would permit. My brother 
and I were rendered both tired and hun- 
gry by this delay, and particularly I, 
being a w'cak and delicate little fellow, 
gave my dear mother much troublo 
with my complaints. In order to dia- 
tract our thoughts, my mother stood upf 
pointed out the many beautiful blue 
flowers in tbe fields and requested ua 
to gather them and bring them to her. 
Then she made wreaths of them, and 
with joy we watched her skillful hands. 
Thereby the sad state of the country, 
her own trials and tho anxiety concern- 
ing her sons' future may well have onca 
more pressed heavily on my mother'9 
heart, for slowly tear after tear welled 
from her beautiful eyes and fell on the 
wreath of cornflowers. This emotion of 
my devoted mother went deeply to my 
heart, and, forgetting my own childish 
sorrow, J attempted to console her with 
caresses, during which she placed the 
blue wreatb, glittering with tears, oa 
my head. I was then 10 years old, but 
this touching scene has never faded from 
my memory, and if now, in my old age, 
I behold tbe sweet blue flower, I imag- 
ine I see the tears of the most devoted 
of mothers i hiaiag upon it and there- 
fore love ',' above all others." 


Jena's Celebration, 


The University of Jena this year cele- 


brates its three hundred and fiftieth an- 
niversary. It was founded in 1547 by 
Prince Johann Friedrich, who, having 
lost his own University of Wittenberg, 
together with his personal liberty, at 
the battle of Mublberg, took the first 
steps toward the foundation of Jena. 
Its first professor was Melanchthon, Ln- 
ther's friend, but ije resigned the some 
year in consequence of religions dissen- 
sions. The first score of students came 
from Wittenberg, and their numbers 
grew so fast that their manifestations 
of joy wbea, a few years afterward, 
their prince was liberated were enough 
to precipitate a first class town and 
gown riot. As a consequence the towns- 
folk refused to harbor the students any 
longer, and it took the intercession of 
the prince to appease them.

Captain Fred A. Morey of South "WTI- 


liamstown committed s.iicide yesterday 
l-y iiangln?. Captain Morey was one 
of the best known men in that section 
and was well known throughout this 
part of the state. The news of the act. 
spread rapidly after the body was dis- 
covered about 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, and shocked the entire communi- 
ty. Temporary insanity, the result of 
physical suffering:, was ihe only cause 
that cffuld- be assi^ed. 


Captain Morey had suffered severely 


with rheumatism for some time, and 
although ho rarely 
complained, his 


friends could see that the suffering 
was wearing on him steadily. Of late 
he had ssoken of severe pains in the 
head, and yesterday morning when vis- 
iting the grocery stofe ,-emark«d that 
he was sorry he could not enjoy the 
beautiful weather on account of hia 
severe headache. 


He left his home about 9 o'clock in 


the morning without telling- his siste^ 
with whom he lived, where he was go- 
ing1. It was his custom to let her know 
when he was to bo away for more than 
a short time, and when he failed to make 
his appearance at noon time she be- 
came alarmed, and with Others besan 
a search for him. 


About the middle of the afternoon 


they became thor'oiughly alarmed, and 
sent out for some of the neighbors to 
assist in looking1 for him. He was fin- 
ally discovered about 4 o'clock by Nel- 
son Roberts, who was working- on a 


• barn near by. 
The body was found 


hanging1 in a shed at the i"ear of the 
house and barn, notjSO feet from where 
Mr. Roberts had been working. There 
were many evidences that Captain 
Morey had carefully planned the act. 
He closed the shed door behind him 
and placed his hat on a wag-on in the 
shed. 
He then fastened a piece of 


bell r.Tpe around a rafter about 10 feet 
from the ground. The rope was doub- 
led and securely fastened around tne 
rafter in a nooss. A similar noose 
was made and placed around his nook, j 
•with the knot at the back of his r^k. I 
He stood <m a soap box, which w:is 
about two feet hi£h, and when everv- j 
thing was in readiness stepped off, 
leaving1 him suspended with, his feet 
only about one inch from the ground. 


It 5s not known how long- he had 


been hanging as the body was stiff and 
e <id when discovered, but It is su»- 


j posed that he hung1 himself soon after 
: he left f.ie house in the mornins'. Med- 


ical Examiner Brown of this cfty was 
communicated with and on learninij 
the nature of the suicide he gave per- 
mission to have him cut down. 


Captain Morey was born, In Wil- 


1'nn-E (town October 21,1846, a«d received 
' - oducationl in the public schools 
T •-••(• H? was the son nf the late Wll- 
!• 
••• \ Vorey, a wealthy retired mer- 


ely ">.:, \.l , r!icd in the winter of 1S98. 
In 1S62 he (''listed in the civil war as 
hospital £"-<nvart with Dr. Cooper of 
Troy, M. Y., and later went as a. pri- 
vate v.-ith General Armstrong1. He was 
first promoted to acting lieutenant and 
later to lieutenant. lie v, as acting as 
lieutenant when 1:" v,S"- wounded in 
the battle of t'-~ "^Vkl'Mi'-ps, which 
retired him fi ~:a active f-ervioe. 
He 


was known ~E a brave soldier and be- 
fore retiring from the army he was 
givp-n the rank of captain. 


He retired from the army the October 


following the battle of the "Wilderness 
and returned to Williannftown. In 1867 
he was sent to the general court as a 
representative of the Williamstown dis- 
trict. 


In 1869 he went west, where for sev- 


eral years he was a clerk fn a store in 
Oregon, 
Later he entered business 


with a brother-in-lavv at Fairburs, in. 
which business he remained until a few 
years a 20. 


He came east on his father's death to 


settle up the estate, which inventoried 
at SIS,000. Captain Morey also had a 
large property acquired in the west. 


He leaves one sister, Hiss AlmaMorey, 


his only near relative. He leaves' cous- 
ins in Troy, N. Y., and this city and he 
was also related to the late Daniel 
Morey family of Pittsfield. The funeral 
will be held from the house Sunday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock.

has passed that way is an unpleasant 
experience, from the light mud that 
is thrown tip. In some cities this 10 
avoided by leaving on each side of the 
street close to the curb a, str)j> two feet 
wide or so that ife not-sprinkled. This 
is supposed to be for the wheelmen and 
is appreciated wherever done. 


The local wheelman), however, has 


m idea, which he thimka better than 
that. It Is to snrinkle the two sides 
of the street at intervals of half an 
hour or so, thus alkrwlne: one side al- 
\»as partially dry. The i>aved streets 
of the city are sprinkled 10 times a 
day, on an average of once an hour. 
One side is sprinkled immediately after 
the other; so that when any of the 
Street is freshly wet, it is all the same. 
If one side were sprinkled half am hour 
afteir the other, each, side alternately 
would be so dry as to make wheelins 
more agreeable. 


Whether this plan Is entirely prac- 


ticable or not, wheelmen who find after 
riding along a freshly sprinkled paved 
street a line of mud up the backs of 
their coals, would appreciate some me- 
thod by which the streets could be 
kept sprinkled enough,- to have 
the 


dust kept flown, and still kept pass- 
able for bicycles.

From Berkshire By Congressman
